RCMP arc looking for commu¬ 
nity input for 1994 year Council¬ 
lor Dan Peters, who sits on the 
RCMP Community Advisory 
Board, said the detachment is hold¬ 
ing a planning meeting in early 
January to determine priorities for 
policing in the new year. 

Peters said the emphasis for 
1993 was on preventing and solv¬ 
ing break and enter offences The 
detachment would like to set a new 
goal for next year 

Town crews will be picking up 
Christmas trees once again in the 
new year 

Under an agreement with the 
local Scout troop, town crews will 
pick up resident's Christmas trees 
in January to haul them to a loca¬ 
tion for the annual Scout tree burn 

The Scouts contribute to the 
town’s pick up with a fee according 
to town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey. 

The Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant is gearing up for 
renovations expected to take place 
in the New Year 

Town Councillor Ed Vcrmunt 
said the Water Commission Board 
has applied for a grant and a deben¬ 
ture to help pay for the new pumps 
lobe installed in the facility as well 
as some other upgrades needed to 
bring the plant up to date. 

“We have quite a bit of money 
in the pot to take care of (extrane¬ 
ous) things like spotlights,” 
Vcrmunt said 

The treatment plant supplies 
waterto municipalities along High¬ 
way 2 from lnnisfail to Crossficld 

The town’s public works com¬ 
mittee will be asked to look into the 
possibility of allowing a perma¬ 
nent resident to stay year round at 
the town's Rosebud Valiev 
Campground 

Council discussed the idea of 
allowing one full time occupant at 
the campground at their last meet¬ 
ing 

If feasible, the resident would 
get free use of a trailer for living 
quarters at the campground in ex¬ 
change for security service and 
work at the tourism information 
booth during the summer 

‘ ‘ Really. it s not cost ing the town 
anything except for the cost of the 
trailer.” said Councillor Dan Pe¬ 
ters “I think it would be ideal fora 
semi-retired person ' ’ 

Didsbury will be lending a help¬ 
ing hand in the form of a Zambom 
during the Olds Centennial Cup 

Council agreed to loan the Olds 
Centennial Cup committee use of 
their new Zambom during the jun¬ 
ior playoff games after receiving a 
request from the Olds Recreation 
Board 

The Board requested the ice 
surfacing machine to use as a back 
up in case one of their Zamboni 
machines breaks down during the 
tournament 

Olds will be responsible for any 


damages to the machine and will 
pick up the cost of transporting it to 
their arena 

The Didsbury 5-0 singers have 
been given permission to use the 
town’s multi-purpose room for a 
spring festival. 

Lome Halbaucr. a member of 
the singing group for seniors, had 
requested the rental of the room be 
donated as part of their pitch to host 
a choral festival in 1995.

If Ralph Klein sold his car's tires 
to pay for a tank of gasoline, we’d 
all think he'd gone off the deep end. 
But there is nothing essentially dif¬ 
ferent about his insistence that we 
must cut education spending by 20 
percent or more 

The world is changing rapidly. 
In the near future, job skills will be 
outmoded every seven years. So 
how will our young people succeed 
if they don't have the advantage of 
the best education system we can 
possibly provide? 


By chopping education so radi¬ 
cally. theConscrvativc government 
will hobble young Albertans and 
guarantee that as our resources run 
out. we will become more and more 
an economic backwater province 
The Alberta Liberal Party con¬ 
siders this issue to be so important 
to our future that it recently spent 
$50,000 on an advertising cam¬ 
paign to pressure Ralph Klein to re¬ 
think his plan. 

Alberta Liberals have long be¬ 
lieved that education should be the 
number one provincial government 


priority. Before the recent elec¬ 
tion, we promised to cut more in 
other areas so that we could spend 
at least the same amount, and hope¬ 
fully even more, on education. 

The government insists that cut¬ 
ting all departments by at least 20 
percent is the only way to achieve 
a balanced budget without any new 
taxes.

People who feel threatened by the 
coming cuts must act now to tell 
Klein and Kowalski that they must 
blink, for the sake of our children's 
future.

Urge to reduce impaired driving 


Dear Editor: 

Impaired driving in Canada con¬ 
tinues to be a serious social prob¬ 
lem and one of the most serious 
public health issues our population 
must face. 

Although the incidence of im¬ 
paired driving has reduced slightly 
in the past few years, we still have 
a long way to go. The current death 
toll of approximately 3.600 on 
Canadian roads could be reduced 
by almost 48 percent if there were 
no alcohol-related fatalities occur¬ 
ring. 

Impaired driving charges fall 
undcrthcCriminal CodcofCanada 


In 1992. the charges laid under the 
Criminal Code totalled approxi¬ 
mately 734.700. Traffic charges 
were the highest percentage of this 
total at 17 percent (124.407 charges 
laid) In 1991. drinking and driving 
was a contributing factor in 1.800 
motor vehicle deaths and 60.000 
injuries. These statistics are ac¬ 
companied by a cost to society of 
more than $20 billion 

December 1-7. 1993 is the 38th 
annual Safe Driving Week The 
Hidden Faces of Impaired Driving 
is the focus of this public safety

utilitiesarcin,” hesaid. “Kuelkcr's 
is doing the fertilizer facility for us 
and another firm is doing our shed 
up to environmental standards.” 

Overwater said those standards 
arc the reason he is moving his 
agricultural service business away 
from its current location in Dids- 
bury. 

“We have to comply with new 
environmental legislation.” he said. 


“They’ve got some new warehous¬ 
ing rules; you have to so many 
metres away from public use areas 
and other things We are not leav¬ 
ing because we arc in any way 
disappointed with Didsbury. I’d 
like to get that clear We looked all 
over for a suitable location in town 
but couldn't find anything that we 
could access fast enough.” 

Overwater said Parkland is tak¬ 
ing the opportunity raised by the 


move to expand their facilities. He 
said plans for a new fertilizer ware¬ 
house considerably largcrthan their 
current arc under construction as is 
a chemical warehouse planned to 
be approximately 2 times larger 
than the one in town 

A full maintenance and me¬ 
chanical shop will replace their 
partial shop the business currently 
uses. 

Parkland, in Didsbury for 13 


years, employs 15 full time and up 
to 30 seasonal employees. 
Overwater said he hopes the move 
will only help to increase the serv¬ 
ices he can offer local farmers. 

“We want everyone to know 
that this is still a business for Dids¬ 
bury. I was born and raised in this 
town and plan to continue to sup¬ 
port it,” he said. “We appreciate 
the support (this town) has given 
us”

Farrier competition offers a worthy challenge

Art Gallais can take it easy for 
awhile 

The nish to make and fit a text¬ 
book-perfect version of a creased 
horseshoe at the annual Martin 
Shultz/Chuck O'Hanley Memorial 
Farrier Competition is over. After 
the torches cooled and the ham¬ 
mers put away, the Coordinator of 
the College's Advanced Farrier 
Science Program took first place 
for his efforts in the Shoeing cat¬ 
egory. 

The challenge was one of sev ¬ 
eral organized to test the farrier 
talents of20 participants (nine open 
and 11 novice) at the Olds Kiwanis 
Bam October 31. Others involved 
the mastcringof such skillsas basic 
hoof balancing and specialized 
shoeing techniques 

Farriers from across Alberta and 
partsof Saskatchewan participated 
in the afternoon event held each 
year to commemorate two of the 
industry's most respected profes¬ 
sionals: Martin Shultz and Chuck 


O’Hanley. Gallais points out that 
O'Hanley, a former instructor, 
helped lay the foundation for what 
has evolv ed as the Advanced Far¬ 
rier Science Program at Olds Col¬ 
lege. Both O'Hanlev and Shultz, 
were strong advocates of bringing 
a high standard of excellence to the 
farrier profession through hands- 
on instruction 

Gallais points out that, perhaps 
not surprisingly, seven of the con¬ 
testants this year were students 

"We've had students take part in 
this before It's a good w av for them 
to be able to gauge how they're 
doing up against some pretty tough 
competitors who have been work¬ 
ing in the industry for years," says 
Gallais. 

Another category included in 
the provincial competition involved 
the ability to examine a horse's 
hoof for no longer than 10 seconds 
before blacksmithing a shoe to fit 
by memory . 

"It's called the Eagle Eye ev ent." 
Gallais explains ".. generally, this 


involves being able to make what 
we call a bar shoe I managed to 
win the event two years ago. but 
wasn't able to place this year. It can 
be pretty hard to remember all the 
details of the hoof especially when 
you're in the midst of a competi¬ 
tion." 

Gallais has been involved with 
the competition as cither a partici¬ 
pant or a judge for the past four 
years. In that time he has taken the 
prize for the Eagle Eye Award once 
and the Blacksmithing Award 
twice "This competition just seems 
to get more and more popular each 
year . especially among our former 
students It's a great way to brush 
up on your skills and learn to per¬ 
fect the technical aspects of the 
trade." 

This spring will bring another 
farrier competition to Olds The 
Western Canada Farrier Associa¬ 
tion will once again hold their an¬ 
nual competition and clinic at Olds 
College sometime in April. 1994. 
Be sure to watch for details on the
